STATEMENTS ON INTRODUCED

Mr. METCALF. Mr. President, I intro- 
duce for appropriate reference a bill to 
amend the Freedom of Information Act 
to provide for the classification and de- 
classification of official information in 
thfe interest of national defense. 

Companion legislation (H.R. 12004) 
was Introduced in the House on Decem- 
ber 18, 1973, by Chairman Moorhead of 
the Government Operations Subcommit- 
tee on Foreign Operations and Govern- 
ment Information, on behalf of himself 
and 24 other Members. 

This bill reflects a great deal of study 
by the House Committee on Government 
Operations and its Foreign Operations 
and Government Information Subcom- 
mittee. Persons interested in the subject 
may wish to review Chairman Moor- 
head’s remarks, at page HI 1668 of the 
Congressional Record for December 18, 
1973, and House Report 93-221, dated 
May 22, 1973 and entitled “Executive 
Classification of Information — Security 
Classification Problems Involving Ex- 
emption (b) (1) of the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act (5 U.S.C, 552) ” 

At this point I do not know that I 
would support all features of this bill. 
However, it is important that its provi- 
sions be conveniently available for com- 
ment during the important hearings on 
this subject which the Senate Subcom- 
mittee on Intergovernmental Relations 
will conduct. The Muskie and Moorhead 
subcommittees are conducting a thor- 
ough study of this extraordinarily im- 
portant and complex matter.

T1 is, any measures 
which encourage the r use are highly de- 
sirable in cutting t e death rate from 
this disease and n decreasing the 
amount of money sp nt on the extremely 
costly treatment < f advanced stage 
uterine cancer. A stt iy several years ago 
by the U.S. Public ; lealth Service con- 
cluded that the Pail test was the most 
cost-effective diagnostic tool in the can- 
cer area. At that tiifte, it was estimated 


that for every $1 spent on diagnosis, $9 
was saved on costs of treatment and care 
of victims of uterine cancer. Since med-" 
ical and hospital costs are significantly 
greater now, it is clear that the cost ef- 
fectiveness of Pap sme* r testing is even 
more impressive at the present time. 

It is very important Mr. President, 
that we use all availab e means to en- 
courage women to take this simple test. 
The reason I introduce® my bill to in- 
clude routine Pap smiars under the 
medicare program is that, covering any 
service under an insurance program in- 
creases usage, even whet the service is 
relatively inexpensive, a| the Pap test 
is. Therefore, we can increase use of the 
Pap test by encouraging all insurance 
companies to provide ;his coverage. 
While a number of insure nee companies 
do provide this coverage, : was dismayed 
to discover that neither o f the two gov- 
ernmentwide health insur tnce programs 
for Federal civilian empl( yees do so. It 
seems to nie that if the Ft deral Govern- 
ment is encouraging usi of the Pap 
smear through various puaiic health and 
research programs, we hive a respon- 
sibility to set an examplegfor others by 
encouraging female Fedefal employees 
themselves, and female fa| 
to have this test done.
